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IN  MEMORIAM 


F.  Gordon  Phillips 


With  deepest  regret  we  record  the  passing,  on  August  2,  of  Mr.  F.  Gordon  Phillips. 

For  a  vast  number  of  Old  Boys,  it  is  impossible  to  think  of  their  school  days  without  remembering  the  prominent  place  which 
Mr.  Phillips  held  in  them  Almost  his  entire  teaching  career  was  spent  at  Selwyn  House.  He  joined  the  staff  under  Mr.  Wanstall 
in  1933  and  remained  until  his  retirement  in  1972. 

Many  will  look  back  with  gratitude  to  his  proficient  efforts  to  teach  them  Latin  and  English  -  classes  frequently  enlivened  with 
philosophical  digressions  -  but  he  will  be  remembered  far  more  for  his  other  activities.  In  the  days  before  increasing  numbers 
warranted  specialists  in  physical  education,  he  organised,  with  remarkable  efficiency,  the  entire  athletic  programme,  with  its 
ingenious  alternative  of  classes  in  "voluntary"  art  which  limited  facilities  and  inclement  weather  led  him  to  supervise  per- 
sonally. Hockey,  soccer  and  basketball  all  came  within  his  purview,  but  his  own  preferred  game  was  cricket.  At  that  he 
himself  excelled,  and  he  was  steeped  in  the  traditions  and  the  lore  of  the  sport.  It  was  for  him  a  personal  tragedy  when  condi- 
tions compelled  the  school  to  abandon  it 

With  the  move  to  Westmount  in  1  96  1 .  he  found  it  necessary  to  concentrate  his  energies  upon  the  exacting  duties  of  director 
of  studies. 

Even  after  his  retirement  he  remained  a  familiar  personality  at  the  School.  At  the  Schools  major  functions  he  was  invariably 
the  centre  of  a  circle  of  Old  Boys  reliving  old  times  and  reporting  their  subsequent  progress.  It  was  a  well-merited  climax  to 
his  career  that  on  Founder's  Day  in  1984  he  was  the  recipient  of  the  Speirs  Medal  for  outstanding  service  to  the  School. 
Half  a  century  has  seen  momentous  changes  in  Selwyn  House  School,  and  the  links  with  the  early  days  become  steadily 
fewer.  Throughout  those  changes  Mr.  Phillips  was  there,  a  mark  of  former  tradition  and  the  vision  of  the  future. 


Headmaster's  Message 


Three  years  at  Selwyn  House  have  gone  by  quick- 
ly. I  am  very  grateful  for  the  support  and  en- 
couragement that  the  School  has  received  in  that 
time  from  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Old  Boys, 
the  Parents,  and  the  School  community  at  large. 

The  implementation  of  the  Macaulay  building 
plan  which  not  only  increased  the  overall  floor 
space  by  50%  but  added  well  equipped  subject 
centres,  athletic  facilities,  and  offices,  has  work- 
ed out  better  than  anyone  had  anticipated. 

The  School  is  now  committed  to  improving  pro- 
grams and  facilities  in  other  areas.  Next  year  will 
see  the  addition  of  a  second  computer  labora- 
tory. The  purchase  of  over  twenty  Zenith  286 
computers  will  be  an  excellent  complement  to 
our  existing  Apple  laboratory.  Over  the  next  two 
or  three  years,  the  Apple  lab  itself  will  be  upgrad- 
ed and  expanded.  The  result  will  be  a  doubling  of 
our  computer  capacity  and  put  Selwyn  House 
among  the  best  equipped  schools  in  this  impor- 
tant area  of  school  curriculum. 

As  well,  the  Records  and  Development  office  will 
continue  its  excellent  work  in  improving  the 
overall  efficiency  of  our  operation  and  the  ser- 
vice we  give  to  our  many  constituencies. 

Also  noteworthy  is  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Geof- 
frey Dowd  as  Director  of  Studies  in  the  Secondary 
School.  In  this  important  new  position,  Mr.  Dowd 
will  be  responsible  for  anticipating  the  staffing 


and  curriculum  development  needs  of  the  School 
and  for  helping  to  give  vision  to  the  academic  af- 
fairs of  the  School. 

These  developments  are  all  important  in  that  they 
demonstrate  the  School's  commitment  to  im- 
provement and  to  excellence.  It  is  very  encourag- 
ing for  the  School's  very  able  staff  to  know  that 
there  is  such  broad  general  support  for  the  pro- 
grammes they  are  running  for  the  benefit  of  the 
students. 

However,  it  is  what  we  do  daily  for  the  students 
which  perhaps  measures  best  our  worth  as  a 
school.  In  a  conversation  I  had  with  a  senior  stu- 
dent near  the  end  of  the  year,  I  was  struck  by  how 
he  felt  about  the  teachers  at  Selwyn  House.  We 
were  talking  about  his  time  at  Selwyn  House,  and 
I  asked  what  he  thought  were  the  most  important 
factors  in  making  a  Selwyn  House  education 
worthwhile.  He  mentioned  a  few  things,  but  his 
two  strongest  points  had  to  do  with  the  teachers. 
First,  he  said  they  were  available  "to  an  incredi- 
ble degree  "  for  extra  help;  second,  he  said  that 
they  were  demanding  in  their  expectation  of  the 
students.  It  was  mainly  for  these  two  things  he 
said  he  would  be  most  grateful  to  the  School.  It  is 
remarks  such  as  these  that  give  us  all  pride  in 
what  we  do  and  encouragement  to  continue  set- 
ting high  standards  of  professional  conduct.  As 
well,  such  remarks  give  me  encouragement  for 
what  have  been  very  enjoyable  and  challenging 
years  at  Selwyn  House  School.

My  great  grandfather  lived  in  San  Amborgio  Sul  Garigliano  (near  Monte  Cassino  between  Rome  and  Naples) 
in  the  province  of  Fosinone  in  Italy. 

He  attended  school  until  Grade  5  and  lived  in  a  normal  size  house  for  a  family  of  seven  children.  His  family 
ate  pasta,  lamb,  chicken,  and  other  goods  they  farmed.  The  holidays  they  had  were  similar  to  here,  Xmas. 
New  Year's,  Easter,  except  they  have  two  more  for  the  patron  saints  and  protectors  of  the  town:  one  on 
February  3rd.  San  Biago,  and  one  )uly  16,  Madonno  Del  Carmine. 

The  jobs  he  and  his  family  had  were  mostly  farming,  and  he  also  became  an  apprentice  shoemaker. 

Italy  at  that  time  was  a  monarchy  under  King  Vittorio  Emmanuele.  It  was  a  stable  political  situation  until 
later  in  the  1  930's  when  the  army  and  Mussolini  took  over.  My  great  grandfather  left  Italy  in  1923  to  go  to 
New  York  by  boat  to  look  for  a  better  life  -  meaning  more  opportunity  for  jobs  and  higher  standard  of  liv- 
ing. A  funny  thing  happened  when  he  got  off  the  boat.  He  was  very  hungry  and  met  a  vendor  selling 
beautiful  yellow  bananas.  The  vendor  gave  him  two  bananas  for  all  the  money  he  had  brought  with  him 
($20.00  U.S.)  He  got  5  cents  change.  It  wasn't  bad  enough  he  had  been  cheated:  when  he  took  a  bite  out  of 
the  banana,  he  couldn't  eat  it.  He  spit  it  out  complaining  that  it  tasted  like  soap  compared  to  the  fruit  he 
was  used  to  in  Italy.  What  a  waste  of  money! 

My  great  grandfather  took  a  trip  to  Montreal  and  decided  that  he  should  stay  there,  where  the  political 
situation  was  stable  and  he  seemed  to  like  the  city. 

Life  in  his  new  country,  Canada,  was  rough  at  first  because  he  was  poor,  did  not  have  much  education,  and 
did  not  know  the  language.  At  his  first  job  with  the  Montreal  Tramway  Company  he  earned  approximately 
$  I  0.00  a  week.  In  I  929  he  joined  his  future  father-in-law,  who  was  a  shoemaker.  There  he  shined  shoes  and 
was  an  apprentice  shoemaker,  earning  between  $1  5.00  to  $20.00  a  week. 

In  I  938  he  came  to  1319  Green  Avenue  in  Westmount  and  established  his  own  shoe  repair  business,  first 
earning  approximately  $40.00  to  $50.00  a  week.  He  lived  on  Workman  Street.  Shortly  after  the  family 
moved  to  Quesnel  Street  and  the  business  to  1  309  Green  Avenue.  In  I  949,  he  bought  the  building  at  I  346 
Green  Avenue.  First  he  moved  his  family  into  the  back  of  the  shop,  where  they  lived  until  the  building  ex- 
panded and  they  moved  to  the  flat  upstairs.  My  great-grandfather  had  to  work  very  long  hours  --  15-17 
hours  a  day  at  least.  6  days  a  week,  and  sometimes  even  7  days  a  week  -  but  at  least  he  was  treated  well 
and  respected  by  other  people  who  came  to  know  him.  and  that  gave  him  strength  to  carry  on. 

For  me  life  might  be  different  in  Italy  or  it  might  not  have  been.  It  is  similar  in  that  those  who  work  hard  can 
benefit  from  it. 

My  great  grandfather.  G.  Antonio  Fargnoli.  died  on  August  12.  1978.  the  date  of  my  birth,  in  the  same 
hospital,  just  one  hour  before  I  was  born.
